“We 
had Uved 5 years hand ln hand with those who vara going ea- 
«xalea", Trepper commented, (p. 560) Trapper knew too much and 
that le why they kopt Mm in Jall, the author atates. 

After thdTOKSTfcaee in Canada, die Director of the 
GRU vas flred and the RGB selsed feis opportun! ty to settle accounU 
with the CRU. . Three years later, thera was an antt-semitic wave 
in die UBSR, and Tropper was qoerled as to wfcy ho hal sorrotmdsd 
hlmself with tr&ltors: HUlol Kats, Groaavogol, Springer, Rajohmam# 
otaL 

Tropper was kopt ln Jail lncoma»mlcadod(no news from 
his wifa) tmtil Maxoh 1933 whea Stalin dled and Boria vrae liqtddated/Vi Jas* 
Then, ho was flnally exonerated and rehabilafced. He left for Poland,
